Thomas Shaughnessy and talked with 
him about the New Canada end the 
United States. Sir Thomas is as well 
fitted, perhaps, as any man inthe two 
countries to give a practical view of 
their future relations. He is an Amer- 
ican by birth and training, and he has 
for years been a Canadian by natureliza- 
tion and closely associated with every 
phase of the natfona] and business life 
of the Dominion. The child of Irish pa- 
rents, he was born in Milwaukee about 
fifty years ago and educated there in a 
Jesuit echool. Af fifteen he went into 
the employ of the Chicago, Milwaukee 
and St. Paul railroad, and a few years 
later had eo proved his efficiency that 
when Sir William Van Horne, who was 
then plain Mr. Van Horne, came here to 
undertake the building of the Canadian 
Pacifico he pursuaded Shaunghnessy to 
come too, and take the position of pur- 
chasing agent. 

That was in the days when the Cana- 
dian Pacific was looked upon as a dream 
and impossible of financial sucoess. 
Van Horne was eneered at by rallroad 
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nabobs of the United States as a vision- | 


ary and Shaughnessy, m a smaller way, 
I venture, was criticised for leaving 
Such a @ure thing as the Milwaukes 
road for the incipient C. P. R. Today 
both men live to laugh at their railroad 
critics of the past. They have seen 
their railroad grow into what is the 
lamgest single Mne of transpdrtation in 
the world. The Canadian Paoific has 
twelve thousand mileg of iron track. Its 
rails reach from the Atlantio to the Pa- 
cific, asd it has elso steamships cross- 
ing both Oceans so that one can step on 
board one of the company’s vessels at 
Liverpool and travel across to North 
America. There he can take the rall- 
read across the continent to Vancouver 
ené on another Canadian Paciflke vessel 
6° on to Yokohama and Hong-Kong 
without fonce stepping outside the com- 
pany’s property. The 4istance is half 
way around the world. 

Both men have seen the road prove a 
financial success. Its stock is away 
above par and ity revenue has increased 
beyond their dreams. Both men have 
long sinoe become Canadian citizens and 
both have done so much for their adopt- 
ed country that they have been knight- 
ed by the crown, and have sirs to their 
names. Sir William Van Horne becamo 
president of the road in 1888, but two or 
thrd@e ydars ago he retired ani Sir 
Thomag Shaughnessy, who had all the 
time been steadily climbing, was elected 
his successor.

The} 
same lands are worth $!12 an acre and 
upward today. The remaining lands are 
selling for good prices, and Mr. Mc-| 
Nicol, the vice president, believes that 
when half of what is still left is sold 
bene remaining 7,000,000 odd acres will be 
worth more than all received from the 
sale preceding.

Priests Will No Longer Have 
Claim on the State—Some of 
the Provisions of Separ- 
ation Bill 


Special Cable. 

Paris, November 25.—The state’s duties 
toward the priests does not cease with 
the final rupture of relations between 
France ang the vatican. The state must 
pay the pensions previously agreed upon, 
and must also give the Catholic priests 
and prelates time to acquire a new com. 
petency. Hence their salaries will go on 
for eight yearg longer, while all priests 
over sixty and such priests over forty- 
live ag are unable to attend to their 
duties receive life pensions. At the pres- 
ent time the state pays the Catholic 
priests 37,000,000 francs per annum. Dwr- 
ing the first period after the abolition of 
the concordat, France will pay the priests 
11,000,000 francs per annum in pensions 
and 18,000,000 francg in salaries. 

As the pensioners die off, the budget 
for thelr maintenance decreases, and ip is 
figured out that in twenty-eight years 
from now it will arnount only to 400,000 
|francs per annum. 

The ministry of public worship will 
continue under another name, but will be 
subordinated to the ministry of the inte- 
rior. Hence the latter will be the actual 
guardian and police of ehurch affairs in 
France. 

The money saved by the abolition of the 
concordat will be used for the benefit of 
the peasants, that is, their taxes will be 
| lessened. At the outset the taxes ‘of 
| the peasantry will be lessened 8,000,000

ONE MAN GUILTY: 
TWO CONVICTED 


Innocent Man Now Undergoing 
a Prison Sentence, 


Travesty of Justice Is Sanctioned 
by British Law—a Remarkable 
Instance in London of 
Honor Among 
Thieves.

London, November 25.—Two men are at 
present undergoing sentences of eighteen 
| months’ harg labor in British jails for a 
crime of which ft is certain that one of 
them must be innocent. The case affords 
another striking illustration of the traves- 
ties of justice which British law sanc- 
tions, and which the best lawyers are 
agreed can be remedied only by the 
establishment of a court of crimina] ap- 
peal such as exists in all the states in 
America. a 

In March last, James Flynn was ar- 
rested on a charge of having snatched a 
watch from a Mr. Sefne, in Kensal road 
The evidence against him was by no 
means conclusive, and he stoutly pro- 
tested his innocence, but he was found 
guilty and sent to prison for eighteen 
months with hard labor. Two weeks ago, 
John Doyle, a young fellow of 25. who 
hag been convicted several times of theft, 
voluntarily. surrendered himself to the 
| police and confessed that he had stolen 
Mr. Serne’s watch. London having grown 
a bit too hot for him, he had been “lying 
low’ for some time in the provinces, he 
Said. and had only just heard that Fiynn 
was ‘“‘doing time’ for the robbery. ‘He

“Of these two disease-breeding causes,” 
says Mr. Bates, ‘‘the sanitary measures 
now being employed can affect the second 
only. One might fight mosquitoes, dis- 
infect and isolate infectious cases, erect 
new houses and hospitals, create water 
supply systems, install sewers, pave 
streets, but all this and mofe will be 
required. The best practice of medical 
service and of ordinary engineering can 
touch but a tithe of the evils. The isth- 
mus cannot reach the possible maximum 
of sanitary safety until the lowlands and 
all they hola are drowned utterly.”

Cole was serving a term in a western 
penientiary when the Spanish war began. 

“William J. Bryan got me ouf,”’ he 
said. “and I joineq his regiment.

Cole says he {fs wel] known tn all the 
cities of the west. 

“T can’t stay In one of them more than 
three days,”’ he says. ‘‘They make me 
move on.”’ 

Both Cole ang Logan had been working 
around the kitchen. Cole had once or 
twice in different ways offended mem- 
bers of the kitchen squad. A wedage- 
shaped block of wood used for elevat- 
ing laden buokets from the floor into 
the elevator, Logan regarded as his 
peculiar property, beeause he used it 
most frequently.

The chief surgeon at the prison then 
opened the scalp and began to chisel out 
the skull along the fracture until] he had 
cut out a piece of bone nearly 6 inches 
long and about 2 Inches wide, laying 
bare the brain. This relleved the pres- 
sure and Cole soon began to recover. 
Every comfort and convenience tat 
could hage been afforded in the most 
modern up-to-date hospital was given 
him. The very latest and most !mproved 
methods of Surgery were provided, and 
Within seven weeks from the time the 
blow was struck, when the accompanying 
photograph was taken, Cole felt as well 
as he ever had in his life, 

At the present time the skull has stil! 
further grown together, and within a 
few days more it will be ready for the 
silver plate which will serve him as an 
artificial bone for the protection of his 
brain. 

Here is indeed a case for Lombroso. It 
remains to be determined whether Cole 
will cease to be a criminal. 

As for Logan, little punishment can be 
added to a life sentence. But, for the 
present, his murderous inclinations gre 
eurbed by a chain ang 15-pound ball, 
which he must lift from the floor each 
time he moves.

The Merit System For Consuls. 


President Roosevelt has announced 
two new rules relative to appoint 


‘ments in the consular and diplomatic 


service. One directs that all consuls 
appointed must pass the examination 
now required of consuls whose sala. 
ries are $2,500 or less. .The other 
provides for an examination of secre- 
taries of legations and requires tha* 
they must understand thoroughly at 
least one modern language other than 
their own.

‘monthly salaries.in the whole Unit- 
in 1870 averaged -only 
$28.54; in 1890 it has risen to $37.46, 
in 1893 it was $40.and in 1903 it was 
$47.50 a month, including city as wel! 
as country teachers of all grades, su- 
perintendents as well as assistants 
jin the kindergartens. It is then stated 
that “the average earnings for each 
individual of 29,000,000 wage workers 
in the United States in 1900 was 
$1,065.69 yearly, an -increase from 
$849.03 in 1870." The discrepancy 
is self-evident.. Mr. Curtis concludes 
that the only “rational method” of 
equalizing these conditions is to ed- 
ucate public sentiment, since . the 
latter controls the boards having th4 
power of fixing compensation. 

The average American business 
man, deeply absorbed in prosecuting 
commercial affairs, thinks of his 
child’s education only from the stand- 
point of results. If he considers the 
process at all, the only viewpoint 
from which he can form conclusions 
is his own educational experience, or 
the disjointed impressidns he re- 
ceives from his child’s statements, or 
the latter’s home studies. He _ is, in- 
voluntarily, apt to overlook the fact 
that pedagogy has evolved in the last 
few years out of all proportion to the 
majority: of other . sciences cal!- 
ings. In the most rudimentary 
schools the curriculums - are incom- 
parably more extensive, the methods 
of instruction infinitely more compll- 
cated and detailed than those prevail- 
ing at the time when the present 
middle-aged generation was attending 
school. 

These radical improvements mean 
a splendid advancement in our na- 
tional educational facilities; an ad- 
vancement that is mirrored in the 
benéficent spread of general culture, 
the rapid dwindling of partial or’ com 
plete illiteracy, the lowering of crim- 
inal statistics,and the proud and very 
human boast of the ordinary father, 
“my son is receiving ‘thrice as good 
an education as I received.” 

These facts are ali quite true and 
they constitute ‘a’ crowning glory on 
new-world. civilization. But one of

The enormous mental strain of exam- 
ining separately each item in several 
dozen sets of papers on these topics 
is apparent, There is, in addition, 
the stubborn fact that the very na- 
ture of -the teacher’s calling compels 
him or her to dress in ‘a style that 
makes perceptible inroad on _ the 
monthly salary. 

In time the public will recognize 
that American teachers have almost 
as great responsibilities as American 
fathers or mothers. They mold the 
minds and shape the morals of the 
men and women of the next genera- 
tion; 
determining the complexion of our fu- 
ture .citizenship.. and setting the 
bounds of our mental, moral and ma- 
terial progress. With a better un- 
derstanding of their vital relation to 
our present-day civilization, there 
will be a hastening of the inequality 
in the money return of the teacher’ 
calling, as compared with other pro 
fessions and other lines of work.
